the subject interest, there is food for study and enjoyment. 

In the present exhibition, for the lover of old prints, additions to the Cad 
walader Collection include work by Schongauer, Schaeuffelein, Leyden, 
- Breughel, Luetzelburger, Robetta, Brosamer and various others. There are 
such curiosa as a landscape by Morin, the portrait engraver, or an anony maa 
“Venus and Cupid,” interesting as an apparent attempt to render in line the 
effect of a wash drawing, or the well-known caricature of the Laokoon, attrib- 
uted to Titian. The modern prints added to the Avery Collection assemble 
ereatly differing conceptions of art such as are represented by Coubine, Ga- 
varni (proofs corrected by himself), Arent Christensen, Boehle and Vla 
minck. Gifts have brought foreign work by Adrien Etienne, Naudin, Brouet, 
Coussens, Dufaur, De Thomas, Latour, Martin Hardie, LeMeilleur, Von- 
drous, — and the list might be extended. So, too, with American artists, one 
risks emulating the directory. Examples may be seen here by Arms, Benson, 
W. S. Chase, Pop Hart, H. L. Hosford, R. F. Logan, MacLaughlan (self- 
portrait, drawing), Louis Orr, R. M. Pearson, Plowman, H. Raleigh, Rein- 
del, E. D. Roth, Rungius, Ruzicka, J. A. Smith, Cadwallader Washburn, 
Winkler, and others. Thus the visitor has the privilege of choice from a 
wide range of possibilities. 

Speaking in the spirit of the preceding exhibition in this gallery, “The Sub- | 
ject Interest of Prints,” one may wander into various fields under interesting 
guidance, among these “Recent Additions.” One may ramble in France with 
Arms, Heintzelmann, LeMeilleur, and Orr, look at new buildings at Yale 
with Logan, peep at New York City buildings with Roth, jaunt about Cali- 
fornia with Winkler, and muse around the Gulf of Mexico with Hart. Or 
one may peruse the Bible with the old masters here noted, go with Rungius 
to observe large game, and look at the sea with Sears Gallagher. Or we may 
peep into the workshops of Broel, Endell, Aikman, Pearson, and Ruzicka, to 
see what they make of the bookplate problem, and similarly observe Kent, 
Chahine, Vondrous and others, letting their fancy play on business or other 
cards. 

Does it seem perhaps a little like a garden run somewhat wild, defying 
absolute classification? That might conceivably be a prospect not unpleasing 
to more than a few. And there’s a flavor about the very idea of it that seems 
to emphasize the intimate character of one’s enjoyment of prints. F. Wa 


| THE J. E. SPINGARN COLLECTION OF .CRITICISM 
AND LITERARY THEORY 


SPECIALLY gratifying was the gift made last month by Prof. Joel 
_ Elias Spingarn, comprising the greater part of his important and very 
ual collection of works relating to literary criticism, literary theory, and 
aetics generally. 

e collection represents the efforts of Dr. Spingarn over a period of 
v years to bring together, for use in connection with his own notable 
al studies, the most significant contributions in the field, ranging from 
oetics of Aristotle to recent works by Italian, Spanish, French, English, 
American writers on aesthetics. It is particularly rich in works of the 
rt periods, and contains many volumes that are seldom met with in

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THE ART OF THE WOOD ENGRAVER 


HE development of wood engraving for more than four centuries 
is illustrated, in summary manner, in an exhibition now on view in the 
Library’s Print Room (Room 321). It will remain there until November. 
The woodblock has offered the artist a wealth of varied possibilities in ex. 
pression of point-of-view and temperament, all within the “proprieties” of 
the medium, as Pater puts it, — a necessity in any art. This expression 
from the crudest early prints to the incredible refinement of American artists 
such as Cole, from the employment of the process as a means of reproducin, 
paintings to its present-day revival as a means of original production. 
Of the reproductive graphic arts, wood engraving has the richest back- 
ground of significant social association. It was ever close to the people, and 
forms a record of life and ideas since the invention of printing in Europe. 
Books were illustrated with woodcuts from the first. Naturally, because the 
cuts, like type-printing, represent a relief process, so that pictures and text 
could be printed in one operation. | 
In the present exhibition, which includes both separate prints and illustrated 
books, one may see, in the Lowlands and Germany, the art grow out of its 
early uncouthness into a gradually increasing sophistication. Less than a 
quarter-of-a-century after the earliest block-book here shown, came Reuwich’s © 
illustrations to Breydenbach’s “Peregrinatio” (1486), with an almost mod- 
ern smartness. The professional illustrator had entered on the scene. Indeed, 
in the following century technique advances into a gradually increasing 
facility, with some loss of the healthy vigor and freshness of view which 
accompanied the halting efforts of the earlier men. The lavishly illustrated 
“Nuremberg Chronicle” leads out of the century of beginnings, and Duerer 
is reached, the “first great master of wood engraving.” He embodied the 
Renaissance in Germany with a supreme expression of contemporary local 
spirit. With him came Cranach, delightful delineator of quite localized 
putti; Altdorfer, of an intense, dramatic directness; and others, of the group 
which served Maximilian in pictorial apotheosis. After them, Holbein, “first 
modern artist,” whose Dance of Death and Bible pictures remain examples of 
what illustration should be in simplicity, directness, and appropriate adjust- 
ment to limits of material. And then, decay, as shown in the work of Amman, 
master of an easy formula. 
In general, this German work is illustrative, instructive, while in contem- 
porary Italy the object was rather ornament. The Italians cultivated har-
